DEATH OF GEORGE M E E R 


B ody to Be B ro u g h t Here F ro m T e x a s 
for Interment. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 
N ew s has w e n received by Sedalia 
relatives of H e death of George I . 
a former resident of this 
city, which occurred 
at 
Marshall, 
Texas, where he had been employed 


an elopement and declared she was a 
patient in a private hospital, broken j 
down by the death of her father, Hen­ 
ry M. Hoyt, iormer solicitor general 
of the United States, and 
at. 
the 
time of his death counselor for the 
state department. 
In that winter, the couple, traveling 
as Mr. and Mrs. Henry Wise, were 
reported on the Nile, later in Paris, 
and on the Riviera. 
Both families 
stoutly denied persistent stories of 
their whereabouts and no verification 
of the facts was had until last Jan­ 
uary, Hichborn 
sued 
for 
divorce. 
That action never cam e to trial and 
is ended by his death. 
In April, 1911, Mrs. Hichborn re­ 
turned to her mother and sim ultane­ 
ously Wylie returned to his family in 
Washington. 
Ile had deserted a wife 
and 
four 
ch-ldren. 
Mrs. Highborn 
had left a 3-year-old boy. 
It is supposed this attempt at recon­ 
ciliation was the result of a meeting 
of a few weeks earlier iii Paris, be­ 
tween Mrs. H.chborn, her sister, Mrs.

Now, I w ant to ask a question, and 
It is directed to every Sedalian, who 
reads this paper. My question is: 
In your judgment, what new fac­ 
tories or industrial enterprises does 
Sedalia need and want? 
Permit me to elaborate by stating 
that it would 
be 
wasted 
effort to 
peek enterprises not adapted to our 
real needs, which, if secured, 
could 
not be profitably sustained bere. TV) 
Illustrate: 
Some 
time ago I had a 
proposition from 
an 
airship manu­ 
facturer 
($300,000 
cash 
bonus, 
please,) but I could not discover any 
crying demand here 
for 
its output, 
so declined it with thanks. 
Another “promoter” 
expressed 
a 
aesire to plant a tin culvert factory 
here, if we would whack up $200,000 
* toward helping to move and install 
the machinery.” 
He was told that 
Charlie Denny is making all our cul­ 
verts of concrete, which 
we’uns re­ 
gard as very much superior to and 
more economical than tin 
or 
sheet 
iron contraptions. 
The 
industrial 
commissioners of 
both the Katy and 
Missouri Pacific 
railroads are constantly on the look­ 
out for any possible new' industrial 
enterprises which may be located on 
their lines, and 
both 
have 
warm 
friendships for 
Sedalia; 
hut 
thew 
fiankly discourage efforts to secure 
any enterprise unsuited to the needs 
and opportunities of a 
town, know­ 
ing that failure would follow' 
its in­ 
stallation. 
But there are certain factories and 
industrial enterprises for the output 
cf which Sedalia’s trade zone would 
afford 
a 
satisfactory 
market, 
and 
which could therefore 
be profitably 
operated here. 
The factory committee of this club 
is composed of prominent and enter­ 
prising business 
men, 
who donate 
quite a good deal of their time to the 
work devolving upon them, and they

quite successfully for more than ten 
years on the hill lands adjacent to the 
Osage river; and, so highly do his 
neighbors prize his alfalfa hay as 
cow* feed that he finds it difficult to 
retain enough of his crop for his own 
needs. 
Alfalfa possesses a three-fold ad­ 
vantage over the other ordinary Mis­ 
souri forage crops: 
When once well 
established, it is wonderfully drouth 
resistant; its annual tonnage yield 
far surpasses any other forage crop, 
and in protein content a ton or prop­ 
erly cured alfalfa hay is about equiv­ 
alent 
in 
feeding value to a ton of 
bran. 
It is the belief of well informed ex­ 
perts who have studied the soil char­ 
acteristics of this state that rlfalfa 
can bp successfully grown on a large 
majority of Missouii land, the chief 
requisites to its production being the 
thorough and careful preparation of I 
the soil, use of seed of strong vitality 
and free from adulteration and seed­ 
ing at the proper time. 
Now that feeds of all kinds have 
reached an a?most prohibitive price 
there certainly is a strong incentive 
to Missouri’s farmers who have not 
yet engaged in the production of al­ 
falfa to speedily investigate tts mer­ 
its and methods of culture and make 
a start in growing it.—M. V. Carroll.

"’^95, and opponents of the measure

The purpose of the Dill is to dis­ 
tribute the burdens

Washington, D. C., March 29.—Po­ 
litical “friends” of 
Theodore Roose­ 
velt. who, a few’ weeks ago 
so ard­ 
ently urgrd him to “save the repub­ 
lican party” by 
entering 
into 
the 
presidential race, according 
to 
the 
information now reaching 
President 
Taft, are urging 
him to retire—and 
for the same reason, 
to 
“save the 
party." 
The president mentions no names, 
but the fact is vouched 
for 
at the 
White House that 
certain congres­ 
sional insurgents, and also 
some of 
the governors, have deplored Roose­ 
velt’s recent conduct and utterances. 
They want to get back into line, if 
they may. They can not; with any 
respect, for consistency, desert Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt while his 
hat remains 
in the ring. But they now' tell 
the 
president that 
they 
will 
do 
their 
level best 
to 
induce 
the “popular 
Idol” to withdraw' said hat. 
There is a strong 
intimation bere 
that Governor Hadley, 
of Missouri, 
is one of these men. 
Politicians have no use for a loser. 
Some of them flocked 
to Roosevelt 
on the theory that. he could be elect­ 
ed. 
Now they admit he can not be 
nominated, and could not be elected 
lf nominated.
